“They could not be lawful prize, unless 
a war existed de facto, Unless there 
was a war, there could be no lawful 
blockade. 
The Court held that a war existed. it 
said, *‘ When the party im rebellion oc- 
eupy and hold in a hostile manner a cer- 
tain portion of territory; have declared | 
their independence; Bave cast of! their 
allegiance ; have organized armies; have 
commenced hostilities against their for- 
mer Sovereign, the world acknowledges 
them as belliverents, and the contest 
war. They claim to be iv arms to estab- 
lish their liberty and independence, in 
order to become a Sovereign State, while 
the Sovereigu party treats them as in- 
surgents aud rebels, who owe allegiance 
and who should be punished with death 
for their treason.’’ 

The Court then declared, that, ‘‘ by the 
Constitution, Congress alone has the 
power to declare a national or foreign 
war;’’ and said, ‘‘ [t cannot declare war 
against a State, orany number of States, 
by virtue of any clause in the Constitu- 
tion.”’ The lresident, it said, ‘has no 
power to initiate or declare a war, either 
against a foreign nation or a domestic 
State.”’ But, it said, the President 
bound to resist force by force. He does 
not initiate the war, but is bound to ac- 
cept the challenge, without waiting for 
any special legisiative authority. And 
whether the hostile party be a foreigo 
invader, or STATES organized in re hel 
lion, it is none the lesa a war, although 
the declaration of it be unilateral. Lord 
Stowell, (1 Dodson 247,) observes, © It is 
not the less a war, on that account; for 
war may exist without a declaration on 
Itissolaid down by the best

The Court s aid that it was a proposi- 
tion never do obted, that the belligerent 
party claimliig to be sovereign could ex- 
ercise both belligerent and sovereign 
rights; and that treating the otber 
party as a belligerent, and using onfy the 
milder modes of coercion which the law 
of nations has introduced to mitigate 
the rigours of war, cannot be a subject 
of complaint by the party to whom it is 
accorded as @ grace or granted as a ne- 
cessity. Undoubtedly, the hostile or in- 
surrectionary States could not have com- 
plained if the United States had chosen 
to declare that war existed, and to recog- 
nize them as belligerents. Theargument 
was that this had not been done, and 
that the United States had refused to do 
it. Whether, if they had done it, they 
could at the same time or afterwards, 
also treat the belligerent enemy as rebels 
and traitors, was not @ question pre- 
sented by the case before the Court. 

But the Court, not satisfied with the 
muddle jnto which it had got the argu- 
ment, made another struggle to satisfy 
iteelf, the result being “‘ confusion worse 
confounded.” It said: 

‘‘ Under the very peculiar Constitution 
of this Government, although the citi- 
zens owe supreme allegiance to the Fed- 
era] Government, they owe also a quali- 
fied allegiance to the State in which

No ESTABLISHMENT of Military Des- 
potisms, no enthroning of martial law, 
no suspension of the writ of Habeas 
Corpus, no slaying of citizens by Mili- 
tary Commissions, no leftres de cachet, 
in time of peace. 

STRICT SUBORDINATION of the Military 
to the Civil Power. 

No STANDING ARMIES of States in time 
of peace. 

APPROVAL of the efforts of the Presi- 
dent to prevent the annihilation of civil 
liberty by the revolutionizing of the 
Government, and to restore the Union of 
the States: and of all that he has done 
to defend the Constitution and # main- 
tain the rightful supremacy of the civil 
law; and eharity and allowance for 
what he has left uudone or done amiss.

We have read history in vain to find, 
if possible, something in the annals of 
National knavery and folly, t equal the 
impudent attemptof the Northern States 
to fix uponthe effort of the Southern 
States to win their political independence.

States rebel against the Union of them- 
selves and the other States? They 
withdrew from that Union, and the 
States that they so separated from made 
war against them, to force them to re- 
turn. 

Apaft from that, whatever the origi- 
nal right to secede, the rebellion, if it 
was one, grew at once into an immense 
civil war. The Union was divided, part 
of the States confronting the rest, and 
refusing to be @onger connected with 
them. When, in a republic,’’ VaTTEL 
say~, ‘‘the Nation is divided into two 
opposite factions, and both sides take up 
arms, this is called a Civil War. ..... 
Custom appropriates the term of “ Civil 
War” toevery war between the mem- 
bers of one and the same political so- 
ciety.’’ The term rebellion, he says, is 
applied only to such an insurrection 
against lawfal authority, as is void of all 
appearance of justice.”’ 

‘* When a nation,’’ he says, ‘ becomes 
divided into two parties absolutely inde- 
pendent, and no longer acknowledging 
a common superior, the State is dis- 
solved, and the war between the two 
parties stands on the same ground, in 
every respect, asa public war between 
two different nations. Whether a Re- 
public be split into two factions, each 
maintaiving that it alone constitutes the 
body of the State, or a Kingdom be di- 
vided between two competitors for the 
crown, the nation is severed into two 
parties, who will mutually term each 
other rebels.’’ There is no judge be- 
tweem them. They decide their quarre! 
by arms; and the obligation to observe 
all the common laws of war toward each 
other is absolute. After a few years’ war 
between these two parties, it is an im- 
mense crime for the States that have 
conquered to deal with the citizens of the 
others as (raifors or even rebels. Nothing 
could well be more impudently absurd. 


If the war of independence, of 1776, had | 


resulted in the surrender of WasuIna- 
TON to CORNWALLIS, and the failure of 

the attempt to win independence, does 
any one suppose that Great Britain 
would have dared to treat WASH LNGTON 
and the other Generals and Statesmen 
of the Colonies as fraitors? She had by 
far too much decency, honour, honesty 
and common sense to commit euch an 
outrage. 

You never see any attempt to prove 
that the citizens of a State that seceded 
were guilty of Treason. The Northern 
presses, preachers and politicians have 
acted on the idea that you can get any 
thing believed, after a time, if you will 
but repeat it often enough. There was 
no treason in the case. The United 
Btates divided, and part of the States 
fought the others. The same United 
States no longer existed. A partnership 
house is not the same house when 
eleven, out of its partners, 
have withdrawn fronfit : and nobody in 
the South owed any allegiance to the 
twenty-two or three Northern States,

There was no treason, therefore; and 
the rebellion beeame a civil war at the 
beginning. The United States have the 
rights of conquest. They might have 
bad us back in the Union, but they would 
not. If they exercise the rights of con- 
quest, they must accepta reluctant and 
unwilling obedience,—-submission, be- 
cause resistance is impossible, 

In the Prize Cases, 2 Black, 635, deci- 
ded by the Supreme Court of the United 
States at the December Term, 1862, the 
decision of the Court was given by Mr.

not “ask a Court to affect a technical 
| ignorance of the existence of a war, 
| which all the world acknowledges lo le 
the qrectest civil war known in the history 
| of the human race, and thus cripple the 
arm of the Government and paralyze its 
power by subtle definitiéns and ingen- 
ious sophisms.’’ 

The law of nations, it said, *‘ contains 
no such anomalous dostrine as that 
which this Court are now for the first 
time desired to pronounce, to wit: That 
insurgents who have risen in rebellion 
against their sovereign, expelled her 
courts, established a revolutionary gov- 
erpment, organized armies, and com- 
menced hostilities, are not enemies, 
Cause they are frai/ors; and a war lev. 
ied on the Goverument by traitors, in 
order to dismember and destroy it, is not 
a war, because it is an jnsurrectian.”’ 

Then the Court inqnired what was in- 
cluded in the term ‘‘enemies’ property ;’’ 
aud beid that it included the property of 
all persons residing ‘within the territory 
of THE STATES NOW IN REBELLION, 
whether the owner be im aruis against 
the Government or not.’’ 

It now becomes necessary for the 
Court, in order to sustain its conclusions, 
to change its Janguage. Now it is no 
longer “insurgents risen in rebellion 
against their sovereign’’—~—individual 
traitors and rebels, who wage the war. 
It is “the STATES now in rebéliion,’’ 
The coungel had insisted, quoting from 
the common law, “that persons who 
wage war against the King mjiay be ef 
two kinds, subjects or citizens. The 
former are not proper enemies, but rebels 
and traitors; the latter are those that 
come properly under the names cf 
traivors.”’ 

The Court attempted to reply, not 
only to this, but to the further argumenis, 
that the President himseit admitted in 
his Proclamation that great numbers of 
loyal persous resided withia the territo- 
ries in possession of the insurgent Gov- 
ernment, ferced by compulsion ww sub- 
mitto it; that the actsof that useurpixg 
Government could not sever the bond of 
their allegiance, and they had a right to 
the protection of the United States ; that 
insurrection is the act of individuals, and 
notof a Government or Sovereignty; 
that these individuals were subjects of 
law, and their property could be confis 
cated only under a municipal law, and 
upon conviction; aud that the Secession 
ordinances were guilities, and ineffectual 
to release any citizen from bis allegiance 
to the National Government, #o that the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States were still operative over persons 
in all the States, for punishment as well 
protection. 

The Court did not answer this argu- 
ment by saying that when a Province of 
an Empire revolis, or an organized por- 
tion of a repubiic, against the Sovereign, 
that Sovereign, whether Emperor or 
Republic, may at any time elect to re- 
vard the movement a3 no longer an in- 
surrection, but a civil war; that this 
will of course be done whenever it be- 
comes a necessity, for the sake of his or 
its own soldiers taken prisoners, or for 
otber compelling reasons: that this re- 
cognition of the insurgent Province or 
State as a belligerent will never be con- 
sented to by the Sovereign as an act of 
grace or as a voneession to the insur- 
genta, but as a matter of necessity or 
policy, and for his own benefit ; and that 
when this is once done, the insurgents 
can no longer be treated as traitors, 
though they may still be styled rebe!s,and 
the sovereign rights of the Emperor or 
Republic to their allegiance will revive 
upon the final defeat and submission of 
the enemy: but the right to take their 
lives will cease to exist upon their sur- 
render. 

This was not what the Court desired to 
decide : and therefore it endeavoured to 
answer in another way, and didsoiu a 
singularly incoherent mauner. 

The argument, it said, rested on the 
assumption of two propositions, each 
without foundation on the established 
law of Nations. Oue of these it stated; 
the other it forgot to state. “It as- 
sumes,’’ the Court said, ‘‘ that where a 
civil war exists, the party belligerent 
claiming to be Sovereign, cannot, for 
some unknown reason, exercige therighis 
of belligerents, although the revolution- 
ary party may.’’ Now, the argument did 
not at all assume this. On the contrary, 
the reasoving was, that Congress had 
not declared war, or recognized the ex- 
istence of a war; that the President 
ha? not done so, but had, on the con- 
trary, called out troops, as a sort of posse 
comitatus, to suppress an insurrection of 
individuals, in certain States, whose in- 
su rrectionary action was .not the action 
of their States; and that, this being 80, 
there was po war, in the legal sense of 
the term: that the President refused to 
recognize the existence of a civi! 
war, and Congress jad not done it; and 
therefore the Court could not doit. The 
argument did not assume thata civil 
war existed; it did not assume that an 
insurreetion could not become a civil 
war. It did not assume that the Sover- 
eign could not exercise belligerent rights ; 
but that he could not do so without ad- 
mitting that there was a war waged by 
States against the United States, and 
Hot mere insurrection of individuals; 
and it did not assume that the revolu- 
onary party might exercise the rights 
of belligerents, though the Sovereign 
could not. On the coutrary it insisted 
that the Sovereign bad refused to recog 
the revolutionary party as belliger- 
ents; and it followed that these could 
not exercise belligerent rights, If they 


- 


could exercise them, of course the Bov- 
}ereign could. One party could not be a 


they are domiciled... Their persons and 
property are subject to its laws. 

‘‘ Hence, in orf&nizing this rebellion, 
they have acted as States, claiming to 
be sovereign ove all persons and prop- 
erty within their respective limits, aud 
asserting a right to absolve their ci//7eus 
from their allegiance to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. Several of these States have 
combined to form a new Confederacy, 
claiming to be acknowledged by the world 
as a Sovereigu State. Theirrigut todo 
so is now being decided by wager of bat- 
tle. The ports and territory of each of 
these States are beld in hostility to the 
General Government, It is no loose un- 
organized insurrection, having no de- 
fined boundary or possession. I[t has a 
boundary marked by lines of bayonets, 
and which can be crossed only by force. 
South of this line is enemies’ territory, 
because it is Claimed and held in posses- 
sion by an organized hostile and bellig- 
erent power. 

“ All persons residing within this terri- 
fovy, whose property may be used to in- 
crease the revenues of the hostile power, 
are, in this contest, liabie to be treated as 
evemies, though not foreiguers. They 
have cast off theirallegiance and made 
waron their governmert, and are none 
the less enemies because they are 
traitors.”’ 

When the British North-American col- 
onies cast off their allegiance to the Brit- 
ish Crown, and made war on their gov- 
ernment, themselves organising a Con- 
federate Government aud declaring their 
independence, it is quite certain that 
there was none the less a war, and that 
when Great Britain recowuized them as 
belligerents, they became enemies, ac- 
cording tothe meaning of that law, as 
defined by Fleta and Lord Coke. Wedo 
not see that their definition leads us into 
any error: nor do we understand the 
meaning of the sentence, that ‘it’ is 
technical phrase, peculiar to prize courts, 
and depeuds upon principles of public 
policy, as distinguished from common 
law.’’ 

We shall continue this diseussion in 
our next.

Apparently our community is not sat- 
isfied without excitement of some de- 
scription or otber. Some they seek and 
some is thrust upon them. Our old 
citizeps are satisfied at the extension of 
time of registration. A few office seek- 
ers, who expect to secure the votes of the 
colored population, feel but little gratiti- 
cation at the delay, for the registry can- 
not close too seon, mor the municipal 
election come off tod quickly for them. 
A new spirit seems to be infused iuto 
our people They sage beviu- 
ning to see the evilsof the d« -uothing 
policy, and their anxiety now to register 
equals their former indifference on that 
subject. The advent of such men in our 
inidst as Messrs. Kelly and Wilson, has 
rendered the fact visible to the least ol- 
serving. They are determined to “ fight 
the good fight’’ with such weapons as 
the government has graciousiy left 
them. It is their destiny to Le defeated, 
They will, at least, feel that they have 
done their duty. 
The Republican—(the radical repub- 
lican organ of New Orleans) annouuced 
to the public a few days since, its ‘ un- 
allqyed pleasure @t the arrival in our city 
of Hun. Henry Wilson, the distinguished 
Senator from Massachusetts.” This man 
seems to be the right bower of the radi- 
cals—ove they calculate on to win the 
gameforthem. He professes to be “ not 
the agent of avy political organization ’’ 
—at the same time exhorts the colored 
men to stand square upon the republican 
platform, aud they will have it in their 
power to make the constitution of the 
state, and send at least two senators and 
the majority of the members of congress, 
On Thursday night last he delivered a 
speech to quite a large assemblage. He 
seemned somewhat embarrassed by the 
riotous demonstrations ef the freedmen, 
which occurred on the day of his arriva). 
It obviously proved that the whites re- 
quired protection more than their col- 
ored compatriots. Mr, Kelly had gone 
very far in inciting the freedmen to de- 
mand their rights. It was necessary 
to back water. To do him (Wilson) 
justice, he is reaiiy conservative. 
Suil there was a slight discrepancy in 
his platform, as he is not (as he states) 
“the agent ofany political oganization,”’ 
yet “stands upon the republican plat- 
form.’’ His speech was delivered toa 
mixed audience, of which about two- 
thirds were white. It is a significant 
fact that the colored radicals did not 
attend the Wilson meeting in a party 
character. These things show the 
ripening dissensions between the two 
sections of the republicans. The most 
important feature of his speech was his 
awivice tothe freedmen, Counselling them 
against deeds of violemce. He advised 
them tosave money and buy lands, to 
avoid the whisky Lottle, and reminded 
them that whites have rights as well as 
blacks—(a fact that seems to have been 
overlooked by previous radical speakers, ) 
that no law could legislate them into the 
white man’s parior, por the white man 
into his; stated that the colored men had 
bearts, bands and brain, and upon these 
their social position must depend, and 
wound up by saying: “ We want no 
black party or Bo and the 
man who places @ ground of alienation 
between the races is the worst public 


enemy.’’ 

He was followed by Bishop Campbell, 
a colored who delivered some sen- 
sible remarks to those of his color ptes- 
ent—saying among other things, if they 
wish to achieve the benefit of freedom 
they must depend upon (hemselves and 


net upon congress. The meet 
off in an orderly manner. 
Our city has been the scene of much 
excitement during the week, ¢aused by 
the riotous proceedings of some of the 
negroes. The row arose among the ne- 
groes themselves in regard to the matter 
of employment in discharging steam- 
boats upon the levee. In many in- 
stances the stevedores are colored men, 
and the riot grew out of their refusal to 
pay the price demanded by the em- 
ployees. As the excitement increaséd, 
policemen attempted to interfere, but 
were yery rougtily handled; one 
was hurt badly. Mayor 
eath then made his appearance and 
endeavored to reason with the crowd, 
but to very little effect, many of 
them declaring that the mayor's 
speech was not the thing to 
euitthem. The crowd still continued a 


lively fuss until they arrived in front of 
Gien. Mower’s headquarters. They were 
ordered to desist by the general fh er- 
son, towhom they paid no heed w hat. 
ever, whereupon the general ordered a 
squad of United States cavalry near by 
to halt them, which was done in a few 
moments, Gen. Mower then spoke very 
plainly to them, saying {t was evident 
they were bent on otephlen the peace, 
and unless they desisted at once the cov- 
sequences would be fatal to them. and if 
sound advice did not suit, he would try a 
little grape and canister. ‘These remarks 
produced the desiredfeffect. In a little 
while the crowd dispersed, and all was 
once more quiet on the Mississippi and 
new basin. 

The negro, in some phase or other, is 
continually making himself seen and 
heard. Political demagogues, for their 
Own purposes,, have se developed the 
hegro’s self-esteem, and ittlamed his 
Vanity, that he has come to the conclu- 
sion he has the freedomof the city. Not 
ecuntent to push himself into the cars 
with white persons, he imagines he las 
aright to frequent the bar rooms and 
restuurants, and enter all places of pub- 
lic amusement on an equality with the 
whites. They have not yet learned to 
realize that politica! aud social privileges 
are (wo affairs, and the posses- 
sion of the one dves not entitle him to 
the privileges of the other. This is a 
lesson yet to be acqib-ed. Mayor Heath 
has issued a proclamation defining the 
privileges of the negro with respect to 
their right of access w the theaters, pub. 
lie bails, bar rooms, ete., in which he 
Says 

It ig the undoubted right of citizens, 
upon complying with the requisites of 
the law, pursue any legitiniate busi- 
ness, af such pursuitto admit into 
their stores and places of business, and 
to deal with such persons only as they 
shail see proper, and to make euch rules 
and regulations for the guidance of their 
customers as to them shall seem most 
conducive to their iuterests, provided the 
same be not contrary to law. That if 
there be any special exceptions to such 
general rule, every citizen has the power 
and privilege of seeking redress from the 
civil tribunals.’’
